At present there are 152 Democrats in

Does not this question rise to thc full 
height of national importance, and de- 
mand the best efforts of statesmanship to 
adjust it?" 


He give some pertinent extracts from 


Democratic party in thc speeches of our former leaders, and 


then closes witli the paragraph, "It is re- 
markable that so many good things have 
been said, and so few things done by our 
National statesmen in favor of education • 
If we inquire what has been done by the 
governments of other countries to sup- 
port and advance public education, we 
are compelled to confess with shame, that 
every government in christendsm has 
given a more intelligent and effective 
support to schools than our own." 


The National Bureau of Education, at 


Washington wasostablished largely by the 
efforts of General Garfield. 
This is his 


most distinguished service for the cause 
of public schools. The National Journal 
of Education speaks of him as "the boss 
carpenter" of this Bureau. Hon. Phile- 
tns Sawyer, a member of Congress from 
this State, when the subject was under 
discussion in that body, testifies that 
General Garfield's magnificent speech 
delivered on the occasion, and his person- 
al influence with the members of both 
Houses, secured the passage of the meas- 
ure. 


This is the most important scheme 


ever adopted to systematize and national- 
ize the work of popular education in 
this country. 
The prominent teachers' 


associations, State and National, had peti- 
tioned several years for its formation. 
Abroad, there is no public enterprise of 
the kind, which is more useful and more 
highly respected. The French Commis- 
sion of Education to this country in 1870 
speak of it as "thc beautiful 
and 


simple organization," which does "more 
for the progress and improvement of 
scholastic institutions than tho decrees of 
an administrative authority with the 
most extensive powers could produce." 
They represent that tho purposes of the 
Bureau are the publication of the annual 
reports; which contain the statistics and 
abstracts of school reports of- the whole 
Union, and offer comparative resumes of 
official documents of tho several States; 
and also of the circulars of information 
which are intended to give accounts of 
the condition of education in all parts of 
the world, and to lay before educators 
valuable statistics and essays of great 
importance. 


In 1866, General Garfield introduced 


into the House of 
Representatives a 


bill to establish u National Bureau of 
Education. At his request, it was referred 
to a select Committee of seven mem- 
bers, of which he was made chairman. 
Within two months the committee re- 
ported back the bill with amendments, 
which elicited considerable discussion, 
and was defeated. It was opposed strong- 
ly by the Democratic members, among 
whom are was Hon. Samuel ,T. Randall, 
now Speaker of the House. In fact, they 
strenuously resisted the measure in. all 
stages of its 
progress through both 


branches of Congress. Afterward, Gen- 
eral Garfield secured the reconsideration 
of tho vote by which tho bill was lost; 
and in spite o! tho lukewarmness of the 
members of his own party, and the an- 
tagonism of the opposing party, he then 
carried the scheme by a vote of nearly 
two to one in the House. In the follow- 
ing year, the Senate concurred in this 
action, by a very large majority. 


In his speech in support of the bill, 


General Garfield presented more con- 
vincing reasons why such 
a bureau 


should be created. He represented that 
it was impossible to obtain from any 
source, complete and reliable statistics 
showing the educational condition of tho 
whole 
country. 
The Nation had no 


means of knowing the amount of the 
vast sums of money annually expended 
by the States for schools. The general 
government is powerless to assertaiu 
what use has been made of the millions 
of square miles of laud which it has do- 
nated for the support of schools. 
He 


argued that the reports of this Bureau 
would hold up to the verdict of public 
opinion the delinquencies of those States 
which have no system of common schools, 
and "compel them for shame to educate 
their children." The absolute need of 
public support to maintain schools of 
the different grades, was forcibly stated 
by him, and thc opinions of the great 
authorities on this subject were cited. In 
closing this speech, he said: "I appeal to

SNAKES. 


The Government Colli-ction of Nitalics 


at the Snaltsonian Institute 
" IT is remarkable how people will 


take in wonderful snake stories," said 
one of the attaches of the Smithsonian 
Institution to the Times correspondent a 
few days since; " and yet many of the 
roost remarkable of the stories are 
true." This conversation took place as 
I was being introduced to the snake 
family that spend their lives so lazily in 
the immense snake cage in the Smith- 
sonian. In this glass case are snakes of 
nearly all kinds and dispositions. Some 
are exceedingly pleasant looking, while 
others will make an ordinary person 
shudder to look at them. These snakes 
are long and short, thick and thin, and 
of all colors, while some are apparently 
changing tkeir colors all of the time. 
One of them has a bull-dog looking 
head, and is nearly as thick as a bologna 
sausage, and not over a couple of feeb 
in length; while another, a whip snake, 
is not any thicker than a whip-cord, and 
is nearly sixfeetiii length. These snakes 
ai~e an interesting study to many; but 
the writer would rather look at some- 
thing else. " I am satisfied," said the 
Smithsonian snakeologist, " that more 
people look at these snakes than any 
thing else in the museum. They appear 
to have a special fascination for ladies. 
I can't understand the reason, but it is a 
fact. Ladies will hang around the snake 
case longer and appear to be more in- 
terested than in the contents of any other 
case. A Bible man said to me the other 
day, in explanation of this, that pi-oba- 
bly Mother Eve's 
association with 


snakes, in 
allowing herself 
to be 


charmed into eating the forbidden fruit, 
had something to do with it. " Oi 
course I do not know whether this is so 
or not, but you can see for yourself that 
the snake case is an attraction." As 
this talk was going on, a group of ladies 
wore looking at the snakes as they 
crawled about and tangled themselves 
in an apparsntly inextricable knot. The 
snake case is covered with glass, so they 
can not get out of it. " Even if they 
did get out," said the Smithsonian at- 
tache, in an assuring manner, "they 
would do no harm, as we do not keep 
any poisonous reptiles in the cage. The 
janitors of the building handle them in 
cleaning out the cage. At first they 
were scared, but after assuring them- 
selves that the snakes were not poison- 
ous they took more kindly to it. As the 
snakes are such an attraction we are 
forced to cater to that taste, and conse- 
quently we are required to keep up our 
stock. Snakes are peculiar. They have 
a way of swallowing eacli other now and 
then that is surprising. Four days ago, 
one of them swallowed a snake that was 
larger than itself. After being dead in 
him for four days, it began to throw off 
gases in consequence of putrefaction, 
and the swallower was forced to throw 
him up, otherwise it would have killed 
him. 
Many of the snakes, that are not 


over four feet in length or over two inches 
around, can and do swallow small 
chickens or frogs alive. 
The larger 


ones swallow rabbits and rats. 
Nearly 
all that they eat is taken alive. 
After 


indulging in a lunch of this kind, they 
lay about in a half-dead-looking way 
for several months. 
Then as the occa- 
sion arises, they take in another meal, 
which lasts them as much longer. Now 
and then some of the janitors when they 
come in contact with a very gullible 
visitor to the Museum tell them the most 
wonderful stories, and they are swal- 
lowed easier than the snake swallows its 
meals. 
"Don't you know," said the 


Smithsonian boss snake charmer, grow- 
ing enthusiastic, "that some ladies com^ 
here regularly to look at these snakes 
and miss one of them as soon as it is 
gone. 
We have a regular supply, so 


that as soon as one dies or is oaten up, 
we put another in its place, from the 
breeding-boxes that are - kept in the cel- 
lar. 
Only yesterday we sent one of our 


men to Florida to catch some rattlers 
and to hunt up some new varieties. 
Tes, sometimes they catch them with 
their hands, but oftener with this kind 
of an instrument," pointing to a long 
pole on the end of which was a double- 
hooked prong, operated from the hand 
end, similar in looks to the long pole 
and cutting hooks used in trimrniuo- 
trees. 
° 


" The snake-gatherer goes about the 


lagoons or bayous in Florida in a skiff, 
and_ as he sees his game swimming about 
he just grabs them and puts them in 
his bag. 
Its a very simple thing to do. 


Oh, yes, there are plenty of snakes that 
are not found in the water. 
They are 


found in the woods, in clumps of trees, 
in hollows, or in decayed logs. They 
are caught in much the same way. Now, 
every man will not make a snake col- 
lector any more than every man will 
make an astronomer. 
But there are 


plenty of men, and women, too, whose 
special delight is in catching snakes. 
Here is a young felbw that goes by the 
name of " Snakey," and who is or was 
connected with Ford's Opera-honse in 


this city as property man. 
He got his 


name for his success in catching snakes; 
and hi; has ncirly always one or two in 
his pocket. There is a.l.*o another young 
man, hi.-i name i.s Uussoll, about this 
city. lie, too, ahyays—or nearly al- 
ways- -has a snake in his pocket." 


"We expect," said the speaker, " to 


have sonio beauties, soon, from Florida; 
some real fine specimens, and sonic of 
them tha large?! that havo over been 
seen. Our collection, being confined to 
non-poisonous varieties, is necessarily 
limited ; but it is more satisfactory, be- 
cause all can approach it without any 
feeling of danger or fright, except that 
which comes over many people by the 
bare men lion or sight of snakes. Field 
snakes are, as a rule, uglier than snakes 
tako to the water. 
The ordinary 


water snako feeds on frogs, snails, toads 
or worms. The rattlesnakes are found 
up among the broken rocks on the hill 
tops. It is ea^y enough to catch them 
if you have the nerve. In California 
some snake-takers make a living by 
furnishing thorn to tlio Chinese, who 
make medicine out of them." 


"Men, then, as a rule, who come 


hero, do not take kindly to snakes?" I 
asked. 


"No, sir," replied the snake advo- 


cate, not one man in ten who comes in 
the building ever devotes five minutes 
to the snakes—while the other nine will 
simply take a passing look at them, and 
exclaim, 'Snakes! ain't they ugly?'and 
pass along, looking :it the other cases. 
There was a jim-j;im case in here the 
other day. The follow had been drink- 
ing for some days, and saw snakes in 
his delirium, whore no snakes existed. 
As he passed along hero he looked at 
the snakes, and fairly howled, 
"'I tell you I scp. snakes! and I am 


positive of it!' 
"His friend who was with him said 


soothingly, not noticing the snake case: 
" 'Oh, no, Charley, you only imagine 
so.' 


'"Look, then, and be convinced,' 


said Charley. 
" His friend did look—and hurried 


out of the building;, remarking, 'I didn't 
know that I had been drinking so 
hard.'" 
" Yes, we buy all good specimens in 


the snake kingdom that are offered us, 
but we have no need of the ordinary 
varieties. 
More of them ai-e offered 


than we want. 
We make plaster-casts 


of all 
kinds of snakes, 
and color 


them up to nature as you will see by 
this"—pointing out a handsomely pre- 
pared lot of plaster specimens. 
"This 


can be examined by many who can not 
look at the real thing, but a live snake 
has no terrors for those who like them. 
Indeed, it is the dead snake that affects 
them. 
Children, 
as 
a 
rule, 
do 


not take after the snakes; they are 
not interested in the stuffed birds rtr 
animals." 


The Smithsonian collection of live 


snakes numbers about 800. 
Of stuffed 


snakes there are about 500, and of plas- 
ter casts several hundred.— Washington 
Cor. Hartford Time"..

A GOOD recipe for sponge eake is said 


to be this : One pound of sugar, sifted; 
half pound of flour, rind of a lemon, 
grated, with the juice. Beat the yelks 
very light and mix them well with the 
sugar; add the lemon; beat them well 
together; add the whites, beaten stiff; 
shake the flour in very gently—should 
no_t be stirred when the flour is well 
mixed. If in one pan, two hours; if in 
two pans, one and a half hours. 


CURB FOR SELF-SUCKING Cow.—An 


Indiana farmer says a cow may be pre- 
vented from sucking herself by placing 
a pair of jointed bridle-bits in her mouth 
upon a head stall which passes over her 
head between the ears arid horns. The 
bits do not prevent the cow from eating, 
but keep her from sucking. 
An im- 


provement on the above is to use hollow 
bits which are perforated with holes, so 
that when the cow tries to suck her 
mouth is at once filled with air which 
passes through the bits. 


CORN-STARCH PUDDING.—Four ta- 


blespoonfuls of corn-starch, one pint of 
milk, three ounces of butter, grated 
peel and juice of one lemon, two eggs, 
one-fourth pound of butter. Mix the 
corn-starch with cold milk till it makes 
a smooth paste. Put the rest of the milk 
into a farina ketile over the fire. When 
it readies boiling point, stir in the corn- 
starch, stirring all the time. Boil twenty 
minutes and set aside to cool. Beat the 
eggs till very light. 
Stir the butter, 


sugar, lemon peel and juice to a cream; 
add the eggs, and stir all into the milk 
and corn-starch. 
Pour into a buttered 


dish and bake in a slow oven one hour.

TUEATjrENT OF MAI.AKIAT, FEVER.— 


The interesting and important state- 
ment is made in the medical journals 
of the treatment by means of iodine, of 
more than throe hundred cases of inter- 
mittent fever successfully by Dr. Wads- 
worth, of Saltillo, Mexico. 
He has 


records of 2CO of these eases, many of 
them being chronic, extending over vari- 
ous intervals of weeks or months. 
In 


tho severe cases, ten to fifteen grains of 
quinine were given at iirst, followed by 
compound tincture of iodine, MX. to 
Mxv.; in the severest cases arsenic was 
added. In ever}' instance the paroxysm 
was arrested within twenty-four hours, 
and twelve doses, or four days of treat- 
ment, were suflicient to guarantee a 
cure, with the exception of six relapses 
on the fourteenth day, one on the twen- 
ty-first and one on the seventh. 


AN EFFICIENT 
DISINFECTANT.—A 


disinfectant ingeniously composed of 
one part of rectified oil of turpentine 
and seven parts of benzine, with the ad- 
dition of five drops of oil of verbena to 
each ounce, is recommended by Dr. 
Day, an Australian physician, for de- 
stroying the poison germs of small-pox, 
scarlet fever and other infectious dis- 
eases in hospitals. Its purifying and 
disinfecting properties are duo, he says, 
to the power which is possessed by each 
of the ingredients of absorbing atmos- 
pheric oxygen and converting it into 
peroxide of hydrogen—a highly active 
oxidizing agent, and very similar in its 
nature to ozone. Articles of clothing, 
furniture, wall paper, carpeting, books, 
newspapers, letters, etc., may, it is 
stated, be completely saturated" \vith it 
without receiving the slightest injury; 
and when it has been once freely ap- 
plied to any rough or porous surface its 
action will bo persistent for an almost 
indefinite period.

Strange Vocations. 


A LADY residont of Ihe Faubourg St. 


P.ermain, Paris, is credited with earning 
a good income by hatching rod, black 
and brown ants for pheasant preservers.. 
One Parisian gets his living by breeding 
maggots out of the foul meats ho buys 
of the chiffoniers, andfattcning them up 
in tin boxes. 
Another breeds maggots 


for the special behoof of nightingales; 
and a third " merehand d'asticots" 
boasts of selling between thirty and for- 
ty millions of worms every season for 
piscatorial purposes. 
He owns a great 


pit at Montmartre, wherein he keeps his 
store. 
Every day his sconts bring him 


fresh stock, for which he pays them 
from five to ten pence per pound, ac- 
cording to quality; reselling them to 
anglers at just double those rates, and 
clearing thereby over three hundred 
pounds a year. No wonder he professes 
t 


reat fondness for his "children," as 
e calls them; altough, like other fond 


fathers, he is ready enough to part with 
them when opportunity offers. 


This curious vocation is not unknown 


in England. 
Some twelve years ago, 


we are told, Mr. AVells, a fishing-tackle 
maker of Nottingham, in order to in- 
sure a constant supply of bait for his 
customers, started a farm for tho rear- 
ing of lot-worms, cockspurs, ringtailed 
brandlings, and other worms in demand 
among the disciples of Walton, who; 
abound in the old lace town. 
To keep 


his farm stocked, men and bo}rs go out 
at night collecting worms in the mead- 
ows and pastures; a moist warm night 
yielding from 
two to six thousand 


worms. As soon as they are brought in 
they are placed in properly selected 
moss, field-moss for choice, to scour un- 
til they become little more than skin— 
freshly caught worms being too tender 
for the anglers to handle; while "when 
a worm is properly educated, he is as 
tough as a bait of india-rubber, and be- 
haves as a worm should do when put 
upon a hook." 
When this condition 


is attained, the worms are packed in 
moss, and put up in light canvas bags 
for the market. 
This worm-merchant 


does not entirely depend upon the in- 
dustry of his collectors, but breeds large 
quantities himself in his own garden; 
the component parts of his breeding- 
heap being a secret he not unnaturally 
keeps to himself.—Chambers'1 Journal.
